Although  a  large  part  of  the  district  is  rural  in  character  a  variety 
of  industries  are  carried  on  in  the  town,  the  chief  of  which  are  manufacture 
of  anti-biotics  and  other  pharmaceuticals,  electrical  accessories, 
electronic  components,  tanning,  brewing,  tool  making,  electro-mechanical  and 
light  engineering  and  knitwear  manufacturing.  Agriculture  plays  a  large 
part  in  the  life  of  the  community  and  a  cattle  market  is  held  weekly. 
Ulverston  is  also  the  market  town  for  the  surrounding  countryside  and  a 
public  market  is  held  once  a  week. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  principal  vital  statistics  for  1 969  and  for  the  preceding  five  years 
are  given  on  page  2. 

Of  the  182  live  births  registered  during  1969,  102  were  males  of  which 
7  were  illegitimate  and  80  were  females  of  which  2  were  illegitimate. 

Approximately  78^  of  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and  over. 
The  principal  causes  of  deaths  were:-  Heart  disease  59,  Vascular  lesions  of 
nervous  system  52  and  Malignant  Growths  43.  Of  the  59  deaths  from  Heart 
disease  54  were  due  to  Coronary  Artery  disease. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  of  18.3  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted  death 
rate  of  13.5  per  1  ,000  can  be  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  of  16.3  per  1,000  and  11.9  per  1,000  respectively. 
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Adjusted  live  birth  rate  (comparability  factor  1.09)  =  18.3  per  1 
Adjusted  death  rate  ( comparability  factor  0. 7&)  =  1 3*5  per  1,000

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Furness  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  provision  and  maintenance  of 
public  water  supplies  in  the  Ulverston  Urban  District.  The  vrater  supplied  to 
the  District  is  upland  surface  water  which  is  collected  into  Pennington  reservoir. 
It  is  sand  filtered,  then  stored  in  a  covered  service  reservoir  of  2-g-  million 
gallons  capacity.  Subsequently  it  is  chlorinated  before  passing  into  the  trunk 
main  for  distribution. 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  134  new  dwellings  and  one  existing  dwelling  were  connected 
to  the  public  mains  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  3 ,866  dwellings  were  supplied 
direct  and  5  were  supplied  from  private  sources. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  sewage  is  screened  and  disintegrated,  then  stored  and  discharged  out 
to  sea  only  on  an  ebb  tide,  but  storm  water  overflow  is  pumped  out  to  sea  at 
any  state  of  tide.  All  operations  are  automatic. 

At  31st  December,  1969  there  were  approximately  3*823  dwellings  on  the 
water  carriage  system  with  approximately  7,300  fresh  water  closets.

The  town  has  been  remarkably  free  from  notifiable  infectious  disease 
except  for  the  outbreak  of  infective  jaundice.  This  is  the  first  full  year 
for  which  figures  have  been  available.  A  preponderance  of  cases  occurred  in 
children  of  primary  school  age. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  no  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  and  this  is 
a  year  when,  if  the  usual  pattern  had  been  followed,  an  epidemic  of  measles 
would  have  occurrrd.  It  is  -undoubtedly  the  result  of  the  measles 
vaccination  campaign  which  was  started  in  mid-1 968  and  continued  until  mid- 
1969.  Unfortunately  the  campaign  then  came  to  an  almost  complete  halt 
following  the  decision  to  discontinue  the  use  of  a  certain  strain  of  vaccine, 
but  obviously  a  sufficient  number  of  children  had  been  protected,  either 
naturally  or  by  vaccination,  to  prevent  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  in 

1969. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  1969.

Appendix  *  A  * 


An  important  aspect  of  slum  clearance  is  revealed  when  the  unfit  and 
congested  property  is  removed  and  the  area  redeveloped  to  produce  a  better 
environment.  During  '19&9,  following  the  demolition  of  several  groups  of  houses 
and  buildings,  comparatively  large  parts  of  Ulverston  have  been  dealt  with  in 
this  manner  and  although  the  immediate  effect  has  been  to  characteristically 
alter  certain  areas  the  ultimate  benefit  will  be  seen  in  the  pleasant  outlook 
when  all  the  works  are  completed.  To  produce  this,  some  55  unfit  houses 
(including  those  in  the  previously  congested  triangular  area  bounded  by  Bridge 
Street,  Brewery  Street  and  the  Ellers;  together  with  houses  in  Sunderland 
Terrace,  several  of  which  were  a  legacy  from  slum  clearance  of  the  1930's; 
Greggs  Cottages  etc.,)  plus  31  other  houses,  many  of  which  were  sub-standard, 
were  demolished. 

In  a  smaller  but  similar  manner  the  demolition  of  four  houses  and  some 
old  and  dilapidated  buildings  in  Theatre  Street  has  enabled  a  congested  area 
to  be  opened  up  and  the  subsequent  car  park  development  has  provided  a  useful 
amenity  for  the  town. 

Eight  other  miscellaneous  houses  have  been  demolished  as  a  prelude  to 
larger  clearance  in  these  areas  in  the  near  future. 

As  a  result  cf  the  above  -  probably  the  largest  single  years  demolition 
and  redevelopment  programme  since  the  Quebec  Street  area  re-building  -  it  has 
been  possible  to  assess  the  future  unfit  or  sub-standard  housing  action 
requirements.  Foremost  priority  is  the  demolition  of  small  groups  of  closed 
or  empty  houses_,  e.g.  ,  the  Ellers  where  future  development  ■'will  provide  small 
unit  type  housing.  This,  with  the  possible  exception  of  Hill  Fall/Tyson  Square 
neighbourhood,  would  appear  to  be  the  only  site  suitable  for  re-building. 

Other  future  slum  clearance  will  very  largely  be  confined  to  individual  or 
small  groups  of  houses  as  they  come  to  the  end  of  their  useful  life. 

There  has  been  insufficient  time  to  appreciate  the  full  effects  of 
improvement  grants  as  a  result  of  the  Housing  Act,  19&9.  The  number  of  houses 
improved  with  grant  aid  was  32  which  is  very  similar  to  previous  years.  It  is 
presumed  that  the  slight  downward  trend  in  the  Standard  Grant  applications  will 
continue  to  increase  as  the  full  benefits  of  Improvement  Grants  (Discretionary) 
becomes  more  widely  known. 

MILK  AW  FOOD. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  received 
regarding  unsound  food  or  'foreign  bodies'  in  food.  In  all  cases  the  facts 
were  fully  investigated  and  where  necessary  the  commodity  sent  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  a  further  report.  Formal  proceedings  against  the  seller  or  person 
responsible  were  considered  as  appropriate  but  in  most  cases  the  complainant 
would  not  provide  the  necessary  evidence  or  the  person  responsible  for  the 
resultant  state  of  the  food  could  not  be  positively  identified.  Some  of  the 
more  serious  complaints  and  results  of  investigations  are  detailed  below: -

The  complaint  was  made 
after  the  purchaser  had 
returned  the  commodity  to 
the  retailer. 


The  yogurt  was  sour  when 
received  by  the  retailer 
and  not  offered  for  sale.

The  manufacturers  also 
carried  out  their  own 
full  investigation. 

Prosecution  recommended 
but  delay  in  providing 
written  evidence. 

On  receipt  of  complaint 
the  company  withdrew 
all  stocks  from  sale 
and  notified  the 
manufacturers . 

As  a  result  of  this 
complaint  and 
investigation  the 
salesman/ distributor 
was  discharged  from 
the  company  concerned. 


Warning  letters  were  sent  where  necessary  to  the  manufacturers  and 
distributors  giving  details  of  the  complaint  and  investigations  made  and 
the  legal  action  which  could  be  taken.  It  was  very  evident  that  in  these 
cases  the  actual  manufacturers  were  prepared  to  go  to  considerable  lengths 
to  protect  the  good  name  of  their  products  and  also  take  effective  steps 
to  prevent  a  re-occurrence  of  a  similar  complaint  if  possible.  However, 
a  common  fault  appears  to  be  caused  by  poor  storage  during  distribution, 
not  properly  rotating  stocks,  even  at  wholesalers,  and  the  absence  of  a 
code  or  date  stamp  understandable  to  the  retailer  and  purchaser. 

As  the  result  of  inspections  and  the  failure  to  comply  with  the 


requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  summary  proceedings  were  taken 
against  the  proprietor  of  a  pork  butcher's  shop  and  fines  totalling  £84 
were  imposed  hy  the  Magistrates  for  the  following  offences  - 

1 .  Failure  to  keep  a  refrigerator  clean. 

2.  Failure  to  keep  a  table  in  the  meat  room  clean. 

3.  Failure  to  keep  a  meat  chopping  block  clean. 

4.  Failure  to  keep  a  meat  cutting  machine  clean. 

5.  A  table  in  the  baking  room  not  kept  in  proper  repair  so  as 
to  prevent  risk  of  contamination. 

6.  Suitable  and  sufficient  wash  hand  basins  not  provided. 

7.  No  nail  brush  provided, 

8.  No  clean  towels  provided, 

9.  A  sink  in  the  meat  room  not  kept  clean. 

10.  Floor  of  the  meat  cutting  room  not  kept  clean. 

11.  Floor  of  the  store  room  not  kept  clean. 

12.  Walls  of  the  meat  cutting  room  not  kept  in  such  good  order 
so  as  to  enable  them  to  be  kept  clean. 

13.  Walls  of  the  store  room  not  kept  in  such  good  order  so  as 
to  enable  them  to  be  kept  clean. 

14.  Avoidable  refuse  in  the  baking  room. 

It  was  pointed  out  in  evidence  that  the  store  room  floor  was  in  a 
filthy  state,  fouled  by  dog  excreta  and  rat  dropping  and  from  the  rat 
infestation  a  sack  of  sausage  rusk  had  been  partly  eaten  by  rats  and  some 
cereals  similarly  eaten.  Approximately  2crwts.  of  rusks,  spices  etc., 
were  condemned.

The  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  has 
continued,  particularly  sheep  and  lambs  and  which  could  not  offset  the 
slight  increase  in  pigs.  Of  the  6,501  animals  inspected,  14  were 
wholly  condemned  and  96  ether  carcases  had  some  part  or  organ 
condemned. 

From  a  batch  of  pigs  inspected  it  was  thought  that  some  had  been 
affected  by  tuberculosis  of  bovine  origin-.  Specimens  were  sent,  through 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  to  Liverpool  where 
tuberculosis  was  confirmed  on  histological  sectioning  but  the  type  not 
initially  determined.  It  was  later  confirmed  that  Avian  type 
tuberculosis  had  been  isolated.  A  suggestion  was  put  forward  that,  as 
a  result  of  local  investigation,  the  farmer  had  been  found  to  be  feeding 
the  pigs  on  meal  containing  anti-biotics  and  that  this  had  had  the 
effect  of  nullifying  the  disease  and  subsequently  making  visual 
identification  difficult  and  misleading. 

Two  carcases  of  bullock  beef,  one  being  a  Christmas  Fat stock  Show 
champion,  were  found  to  he  affected  with  Cysticercus  Bovis  and  were 
detained  in  cold  storage  for  the  stipulated  period  before  being  released 
for  sale. 

The  following  other  unsound  food  was  surrendered  or  condemned  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption  following  inspection  at  retail  premises.

GENERAL. 

The  figures  relating  to  rodent  control  are  given  below.  The  number 
of  infestations  of  rodents  found  during  19^9  remains  fairly  similar  to 
those  reported  in  earlier  years  and  is  prevented  from  increasing  largely 
due  to  the  number  of  inspections  which  are  carried  out  of  a  purely  routine 
nature  and  the  effects  of  contracting  services  made  between  the  Council 
and  many  of  the  farmers  and  industries. 

Some  build  up  of  the  rat  population  was  found  in  isolated  lengths 
of  the  sewers  and  a  concentrated  baiting  scheme  was  put  into  effect. 

Test  baiting  subsequently  carried  out  indicated  that  this  had  been 
successful.
